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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 19 and 20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in Paper January 14, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-18, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1,21 and 22, no distinction can be seen between the "charge transporting 
molecule" and the generic "electrically conductive filler" and consequently between the "charge 
transport solution" and the "filled solvent solution". 

In claim 10, line 2, it is unclear what "said solvent" is referring to 

In claim 14, the metes and bounds of a "paralyzed" polyacrylonitrile are indefinite. 

In claim 14, there is no express antecedent basis in claim 12 for a carbon filler. 

In claim 17, line 3, do applicants intend step d) as opposed to step c)?

3. Claims 1-18, 21 and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
